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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 2-8 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected Group I, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in Paper No. 4. 

2. The examiner has considered Applicant's arguments with respect to the restriction 
requirement. These inventions are distinct because the product as claimed can be made by 
another and materially different process (MPEP 806.05(f)) and the search required for Group I is 
not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 8-11 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by DeHart 
(4,573,690). 

DeHart discloses a wall and shaft assembly comprising a shaft 10 having a seal area 14 
with a plurality of bumps 44 and a seal 20. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1 and 9-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Polzin 
(3,348,430) in view of DeHart '690. 

Polzin discloses a speed reducer comprising a housing, input shaft 33 and seal 50, output 
shaft 24 and seal 49, bearing journal, and gear journal. Polzin does not disclose a seal area with 
a plurality of bumps. DeHart teaches a shaft and seal assembly forming a seal area. DeHart 
teaches providing plural bumps on the seal area of the shaft. DeHart teaches that the bumps 
provide a uniform fluid film to support the seal and reduce friction. Reducing friction improves 
seal life and efficiency. Therefore, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to modify the sealing area of the shaft of Polzin with the 
bumps taught by DeHart to reduce friction, extend seal life, and improve sealing efficiency. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The prior art cited discloses and teaches various seal areas having plural bumps.
